Application of 

the six factor test, as stated in 19 U.S.C. § 1677 (18)(B), conclusively demonstrates 

that Russia continues to merit NME treatment.  These additional comments are in 

response to a panel member’s question at the hearing, and provide further 

information in regard to one factor in the six-prong test, the extent of price controls 
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in the Russian Federation.  This additional information further demonstrates that the 

Department should not alter Russia’s designation as a nonmarket economy at this 

time.
